Make this, with the addition of a 
little water, into a stiff paste. Place 
this paste in an ordinary teacup and 
dilute with water, naking a teacupful 
of chloride-of-lime solution. A half 
teaspoonful of this chloride-of-lime 
solution, added to a pail (two-and-
